LoNDO.N, May 22.— The Grueco-Tui-kiBh 
trouble has now fairly entered upon its 
tliplomntic barj^aining sta^e and the 
negotiations are expected to laat (or eutao 
time. Many important dilTerencea have 
to be settled and the Sultan of Turkey 
may bo counted upon to drag the alliiir 
along as much aa possible, with the view 
of bringing ont the latent energicu of the 
powers. Hia prompt compliance with 
the Gzar'a request to -arrange for an 
armistice is not attributed entirely to 
his desire to please the Czar, but il is 
looked upon as a stroke of tliiilunia! y in- 
tended to excite the resentment of some 
other power and thus weaken the con- 
cert. Thus far everything tends to show 
that the powers remain in entire agree- 
ment on the question. The European 
conference is discussed, but it is not 
thought likely to take place until the 
preliminaries of peace aro arranged. 
Then the ambassadors atOonstantinople, 
with the delegates of Turkey and Greece, 
may meet to settle upon the treaty of 
peace. 

There is a etrong feeling in favcr of in- 
ternational I'ontrol of Ureek finances, 
without wlii(;li the payment of indem- 
nity t(j Turk.i y and tho interest on the 
debt of Greece is tieclared to be iiiipos 
sihle. Tlie Greeks insist that if an in 
demnity to Turkey is iuiposed tijion 
them tliere will be tv general coUajjse 
and serioua international trouble will 
ocuur. They estimate the damage done 
to Tliesaaly at 25,000,000 ilrachmaa, and 
they eay that another 10,000,000 drach 
mas will be needed to supply the 
[leasants witli food and tools. More 
over, they add, the revenue will be 
greatly reduced, owing to the immenae 
damage to cultivation throughout the 
country, due to theabaenceof thousands 
of workers. The year's budget will pro 
bably leave a deticit of (iO,000,000 
drachmas. The Greek atatenients, liow 
ever, are received with a certain ecep 
ticism. it is jiointed out that by the ad- 
missions of the Greeks tlioiiisc'lv 
peventy per ecu. of the interest ol the 
debt which tliey liave not paid has been 
set aside in order to liave money for the 
war, ami that coii3C(inently tl recce is 
ceitaiiily in a position to continue pay- 
ing thirty per cent, of the interest and 
probably considerably more, if her fin- 
ances are placed under international 
control. 

Advices from the scenes of the recent 
lighting mention the possibility of a seri- 
ous epidemic of disease when the heat 
increases, owing to the putrefying bodies 
of men and oi horses which are left rot- 
ting in every ditch. Popular feeling at 
Athena against tlio royal faniih- of 
Greece does not diniiiiisli. The exliibi- 
tionsof " excessive [irudence " by Crown 
I'rinoe Conatantine at the front liave 
(lone much to weaking the dynasty. Tlie 
correspondent of the l'>clair of Paris at 
Athena says ; " The people are intense- 
ly violent, utterances aro heard acainst 
tho royal family and groupa loudly dis- 
cuss them on the streets. Upon the 
boat from Stada to Athens I heard a 
popular pout declaim insulting verses 
against the J'^^ing and not one of the 400 
passengers, including olBcers, lifted a 
voice in defence of him." 

lUISn ItKI.IKI- I'KOl'OS.^L. 

The achemoof the Government for the 
relief of Ireland, as outlined in the 
House on Commons by ttie First I..ord of 
the Treasury, Mr. Balfour, was sprung 
as a s^irprise upon most of the members, 
and is the leading topic for discussion in 
the iiolitical world to-daj'. Both parties 
attribute it to the inlluence of Mr. 
Chamberlain, and it is admitted by all 
that it will tlo much to popularize the 
Governmont in Ireland and also among 
its progress as the supjiortcrs in I'^iig- 
land. On the other hand, many Liberals 
bp'ievo .It will help them rather 
than tho Unionists, for if it is 
success it will disarm the 
opposition to Home Rule. Tinder this 
scheme the landlords will receive about 
£230,000 yearly and the tenants ^vill bo 
relieved of about .C-IOO.OOO of yearly tax- 
ation. It is understood that the project 
was approved of at Tlttireday'a cabinet 
council, and that before it is submitted 
to parliament its salient features will be 
communicated in conlideneeto tho lead- 
ing^Irijh landlords. 

Timothy M. Healy and a couple of 
o.'chor Irish members of Parliament, in 
one of the Liberal newspapers to-day de- 
scribe the scheme as a minor revolution, 
largely democratic and beneficent in giv- 
ing local government to Ireland. 

.MINOll AKFAIIIS, 

The returns respecting tho losses of 
husbandry in Franco by the recent frost 
sfiow the damage done to tlio crops to 
ho tantamount to a diaiister in fourteen 
departments. The government iaaaking 
for a first grant ol $5,000,000 francs to 
aid the farmers and iruit growers.

The Star, which published a statement 
that Mr. Richard Oroker, of New York, 
had recently been bad health, which Mr. 
Oroker promptly denied in a dispatch to 
the Associated Press, says : " Mr. Orok- 
er has grown an old man after a most 
varied and adventurous life. To millions 
of Americans who might rejoice at his 
death as a. Tammany boss, or to millions 
who would regret his death, the incident 
(hia reported sicknesa, at tho Windsor 
race meeting, about two weeks ago 
should have proved thrilling. .Such a 
seizure is not a light matter, considering 
Mr. Croker'ri age. The Star also com- 
ments uj)on the vast sums which I\Ir. 
Oroker is said to have dropper in a race 
here, but hopes he has a liorse in lihoda 
B. ' that will do him pood.' "

Behlin, May 22.— Another ministerial 
crisis has grown ont of the serioua man- 
ner in wliich the imperial chancellor. 
Prince Hohenlohe, nominally fulfilled 

his solemn promise in introducing a bill 
for tho abolition of tho most illiberal 
para^^raph of the old law of associations. 
The bill introduced in the I3iet ia purely 
reactionary, its provisions placing all 
political meetings and associations 
wholly and exclusively under police con- 
trol. Since it was certain that tho meas- 
ure would he overwhelmingly defeated if 
introduced in the I'Loichstag, it was in- 
troduced in the Diet, when; tho Conser- 
vatives have nearly half the seats. Tho 
decision lies with the National Liberals, 
and three or four of their votes will euf- 
lice to give the bill a majority. 

In tlie meanwhile the Reichstag has 
taken the matter up and has pronp,anced 
against tho measure.- The two days of 
the debate in tho Beichstag were the 
most exciting and intereatingof this ses- 
sion. The speak e 8 expressed themselves 
with energy and fearlessness on the Em- 
peror's reactionary tendency and the 
evil influence of his irresponsible cama- 
rilla, whicli created a sensation through- 
out Germany. Herr Richter"s speeeli 
was especiall bitterly sarcastic. Among 
other things he said that tho Germap 
people couW not, as in the case of the 
Russians, be governed autocratically. 
Nuineroua mass meetings against th'i 
diet bill have been heltl, sixty-five of 
them in Berlin alone. On Thursday tho 
entire press, with the single exception of 
part of the Conservative press, vigor- 
ously denounced it and wanted it re- 
jected oH'-band. 

Emperor William and his family 
stayed nearly a week at Wiesbaden, 
where a series of elaborately prepared 
and magnificently mounted perform- 
ances at the theatre have been given. 
On Monday the Imperial family had 
with them in the Imperial box tHo 
Grand Duke and Grand Duchess of 
Hesse. The public appearance of the 
young couple was evidently brought 
about in order to silence the scandal 
about their reported separation, and the 
I'^mperor took pains to publicly show his 
nlVection for both the Grand Duko and 
his wife. At a banquet in the castle of 
Wiesbaden on Tuesday, Emperor Wil- 
liam, in toasting the Czar, created aston- 
ishment by referring to the latter as 
" my dearest friend," a term hitherto 
only used by his majesty when speaking 
of Emperor Joseph of Austria. 

The long delayed trial of Herr von 
Tauch; the former commissioner of secret 
police, who was arrested on Decemlier 8 
last, at the close of the sensational Loet- 
zow-Leckers trial, at which Prince Ho- 
henlohe and Baron Marcschal von Bie- 
l)eratein wore among tho witnesses, has 
filially been fixed fur Monday next. Tiie 
trial will probably last a week. 

The reichstag debate on the abuse of 
tha lose majeate paragraph of the penal 
code is bearing fruit. Tho Leipsziger 
Zeitung, the otlicial organ of the Saxon 
government, iniblishes an article de])re- 
cating the habit of tho I'^mperorof talk- 
ing too freely on various subjects and oc- 
casions, adding that it " direellv pro- 
vokes replies from those feeling 'them- 
selves hit, and thus leads to a mass of 
wholly unnecesaary lese majeste cases." 

Paul Potter, representing the heirs of 
the late George du Maurier, has arrived 
in Berlin to take the proceeds of the 
authorized use of his play and other 
versions of Trilby now being jiorformed, 
four of them in Berlin and many at the 
provincial theatres. 

The present by the Saltan of Tarkev 
to the JMnneror William of a largo col- 
ction of cbatly ancient Turkish weapons, 
baa been .placed on view in the royal 
arsenal in Derlin. The Munich Freie 
Presao issue of yesterday was confiscated 
on account of an editorial satirizing the 
I'liiiperor, und its editor was arrested at 
midnight.

Everyone jiropbesiea that .Salmo will 
undoubtedly boa big town. Back of it 
are the exceedingly j)roBperous mines on 
i,08t and Sheep creeks arnl the trail 
throUi^h to East Kootenay, which many 
believe will bo the route to bu taken for 
the Crow's Nest Pass lino to the Colum- 
bia river. I'A-ery building as fast it is 
completed is occupied, and business in 
genera.l is reported to be very good. 

Rev. n. Uobourn, Presbyterian minis- 
ter, has ijeen located at Salmo and is now 
liolding regular services. There ia al- 
ready a large juvenile population of 
about 30 children. 

The sawmill, with a capacity of 30,000 
feet per day, ia running fitll time and 
shipping to points along the railway. 

John Macture, P.L.S., of Matsani, is 
at work surveying and plotting out more 
lots for the townsite company. 

There will bo a request made to the 
government to establish a public school 
here, there being the legal requisite 
number of school-going children now in 
town. 

KAMLOOPS. 

The Inland Sentinel says : "Inside of 

three moutbs there is good reason to be- 
lieve that activ" mining development 
will once more be in progress in the 
vicinity of Rockford. Some yeara ago a 
number of promising claims were oper 
ated in this district by an lOnglish com- 
pany, but for some reason or other work 
was stopped. Recently there baa been 
renewed interest arouaed in this section 
by the discovery of new ledges 
assaying high in gold, and out- 
siders have been attracted. 3Ir 
1. A. Yerex, of Vancouver, of the 
firm of Yerex, Wheeler t'i: Co., managers 
forB. C. ofthe King Solomon's Minos, 
Ltd. Lia., has already secured numerous 
properties in this district, and has suc- 
ceeded in interesting in their develop- 
ment well known mininc men and capi- 
talista of New York, Toronto, Denver 
and Rossland. In the near future work 
will be commenced on several of the 
tnost promising prospects, and it ia quite 
likely before many weeks elapse the 
erection of a concentrator will be com- 
menced. 

R, M. Taylor, of Rossland, represent- 
ing Patsy Clark, the well-known mininc 
man of that camp, arrived in town in 
the early jiart of tlio week. His object 
was to look over the camp to see if it 
ollereii t^ood prosjiects for investment. 
He Ha\v the Iron Caj) among other 
properties, and decided that Kara loops 
camp was all right. He also entered 
into negotiations for the purchase of 
that property at a price a long way in 
advance of what it was sold for by the 
McLeod Bros. The terms of sale have 
been practically settled, though the deal 
will not be linally closed until the ar- 
rival of Patay Clark from Spokane. It 
is a big tliinir for Kamloo]iH camp to 
havc^ secured tin,' |)racti(Ml endorsement 
of such prominent Rossland mining meu 
as Messrs. Clark and Taylor. 

kASLO. 

Mnidi attention is now being given lo 
the south fork of the Kaslo river, where 
some very good claims have been found 
recently. This is about seven miles 
from town. Ry the fall th<M-e will he 
several .••hipping mines. The .Monte- 
laima nv. ners are about to put up a con- 
centra! or at once, and two of the other 
companies are each going to put up one 
lal«'r oti» ■ . 

Ti,e town is growing liv ;.rianl strides. 
The cai-penter's hammer is goin:,' ilav 
;i:id night., and every vacant lot is lieiiig 
huilt upon. It seema to tje the con- 
sensus of opinion that ivaslo in going to 
be one of the best towns in West Koote- 
nay. 

A baseball ground is being hud out, 
which ia to be ready by the 24tli ; .tL',.')!^ 
has been raised in a short time for it. 
Two lawn tennis courts are being made; 
and a boating cluo is about to be formed. 

VERNON. 

The News says : " The moat important 
mining deal which haa yet taken place 
in this district was arranged this week, 
when the Monashee mine, on Cherry 
creek changed hands, Capt. l'\ Jloly- 
neaux, of I'.iigland, havinir secured this 
valuable property for $.'!0,000 on a three 
months' oi)tio 1. There is no doubt that 
the deal will be completed, as after a 
thorough examination of the property, 
Capt. Jlolyneaux, who has " iiad an 
extensive experience in mining in 
South Africa and elsewhere, bus 
thoroughly satisfied himself of the 
value of the mine, and leaves ior Eng- 
land this week to make arrangements to 
start work. It ia over ten yeara since D. 
Mclntyre, F. G. Vernon nud Jj Itiski 
first started work on this claim,'and 
since thou about 1,300 feet of'^tubisel 
work has been dohaaud a small mill put 
up on the property. We understand 
that on his leaving for England to .aa- 
Bume the duties of commissioner in Lou- 
don for tbia province, Mr. Voriioii ro- 
liiHluished hia interest in the mine to 
Mr. .Mclntyre, who at the time of the 
sale held two-thirds of the claim. 
Captain Molyneaux can command any 
amount of English capital, and he ia not 



at all backward in saying that he in- 
tends to bring a largo sura to bear upon 
the development of this section, which 
he considers possessed of more natural 
advantages than any country he has 
ever visited. He has accpiired stock in 
several of the local mining companies, 
and we regard this investment as a de- 
cided step towards the long desired influx 
of cipital, which is all that is needed to 
make tbia district one of the most pros- 
perous in the whole province." 

It will be remembered that last sum- 
mer a successful attempt was made here 
to organize a corps of mounted infantry. 
The requisite number of signatures were 
obtained to the roll and a good deal of 
local interest was manifested in the 
afl'air. The then Minister of Militia 
promised that steps would at once be 
taken to place the troops on the militia 
list, and it was thought that there would 
bo no further difliculty in completingtbe 
organization. With a change of govern- 
ment, however, came a change of 
metliods in the militia department, and 
in a letter just received bv A. IC. Lowes 
from Hewitt Rostock, M.P., he was in- 
formed that the minister of militia Lad 
decided not to allow the corjjs to he or- 
ganized, as it is the intention of the de- 
partment to curtail rather than to in- 
crease the strength of such forces. So 
Vernon will have no volunteer soldiery 
at present. 

The acreage in hops on the Coldstream 
ranch is being considerably enlarged 
this year, twenty-eight acres more being 
planted, making in all seventy-five acres 
nnder this crop. Three now dry kilns 
are being built. Hops have been found 
to pay well in this district wiien prop- 
erly cultivated, and the yards on the 
Coldstream ranch slioald prove a prolit- 
able investment for Lord Aberdeen. 

BOUNDARY CREEK. 

An important meeting of the share- 
holders of the Boundary Creek Mining 
and -Milling Comjiany was held at Green- 
wood City last week to consider the ad- 
visability of the company acquiring what 
is known in this district as the McDon- 
nell's ranch, a property situated about 
two miles anoye Greenwood City, 
at the confluence of Eholt with Bound- 
ary creek. This property consists of 
about 500 acres, and is a recognized 
natural townsite. It was determined to 
accept Mr. McDonnell's oll'er, the com- 
pany agreeing to donate to him 100,000 
shares of stock and a further sum of 
$5,000. 

A line new ferryboat is now operating 
across the Columbia at Bossburg, and 
the road is beinj; graded on the west 
side of the river, to allow of an easy 
egress with freight hound for Keserva- 
tion and Boundary (^reek points. Boss- 
burg ia now one of the liveliest little 
towns on the line of the .S. & N. railway. 

Messrs. Lequime and Powers have 
rented their saw mill to The Boundary 
Creek Milling and Lumber Company., 
who have now a force of men clearing 
out Boundary creek preparatory to run- 
ning down a temporary sni)ply of logs.

Quarantine Affairs Before tlie Com- 
mons—An Official WIio is Part 
of the Gosstitutiou. 



<rrom Our Own ConespondenU 
OmcAWA, May 17.— Britiah Columbia 
matters have had a great airing in the 
HouHB daring the past week. It arose 
chiefly on the quariintine appropriation, 
which led to an extended criticism of 
the methode puraued at the William 
Head quaTantine, under Dr. Watt. The 
telegrams from Victoria, relating the ex- 
periences of the passengers of the Em- 
press of China in quarantine, served to 
stimulate the zeal of members to thor- 
oughly ventilate the management of the 
quarantine. The experienw of theCan- 
•adian Pacific Railway Company with its 
-steamer must lead to a remedy for the 
^present defective administration of the 
■quarantine station. Col. Frier was 
strenuous in insisting upon better ac- 
commodation being suippUed for the 
'first-class passengers. After Or. Sproiile 
'had read the communication of tlie 
-seven (loctors on the ]un[)reFH p:iHSL'n;^ei- 
list, as publielied in ihu Cui.o.nist, lilr. 
Fiaher entered into a defence ot tliu 
quarantine oHicer'e action. This led to 
a statement by Col. Prior of the alleged 
action of Ur. Watt in .ihuttin<; up in the 
pest house atWiUiam Head a Cliiiiainan 
Huli'erin<: from Bumllpox, wjtli one uf hia | 
countrymen to look after him, and nut 
(ioing near tlie poor unfortunate. 
-Col. Prior said he had the 
beet of autliority for making 
this statement and ttiat he could sup- 
port it by aflidavit if necessary. Mr. 
Piaher replied that this was the first he 
had heard of the case and he was not 
aware that any report of it had reached 
the department. Subsequently he found 
out that Dr. Watt had sent in an ac- 
count for thepurchase of a coffin whicli 
■was a fair inference that someone had 
died at the (juarantine statiou. As your 
readers know Dr. Watt has denied the 
report to which Col. Prior gave cur- 
rency, and it now remains for the cir- 
cumstances giving rise to the report to 
be stated.

FA R.UERS' INS TIT UTES. 

We hopg to be able shortly to chronicle 
Ihu uej;innii)g of the \rork of oiEaniza 
tioii usdcr the act providing for farmers' 
institutes. Wherever organizationa of 
this kind has been established great good 
has resulted from them. Even the 
simple farmers' club ^v■here men meet 
and exchange views baaed upon thoir 
personal experience ia productive of 
great benefit. Co-operative organiza 
tiona for carryinei on dairying and other 
indnatries associated with agriculture 
are likewise hitihly beneficial. In the 
fiir;i\ur9' institutes to ho establialied 
mider the provincial aut both these 
features will be combined. Tlioy ought 
to be productive of very great benefit lo 
the asricultaral cominunitiee, and we 
urfse farmers everywhere in the Pro- 
vi;:ce to take prompt advantage of the 
pr'.vieions of the new law. 

ft will be the duty and privilege of the 
Cui.ONisT as a puljlic newspaper to aid 
these inatitutea in every way within its 
po'A-er, and it hopes to discover many 
^vnys in which it can advance their use 
fulness and importance. British Col 
um bla expects much from its mines, and 
miuh from its fovests; but it will never 
eiij jv the full benefit of the develop' 
nicnt of these great reaoniees until it Ije 
co:n )3 as nearly as posaible self-sus' 
taining in respect to the production of 
articles of food. This can be brought 
al)o;it in a comparatively short time, if 
an iiiipelus uiui he eivea to agriculture; 
au'l this impetus will, we are confident, 
result from the work of farmers' insti 
tutes. Every dolhir that can be kept 
from going abroad for the purchase of 
fai m produce that can be raised in this 
Province is a dollar kept in circalation, 
and this is what we need. The millions 
which will be paid out hero in minim: 
development, the milhona -.vhich our 
rapidly developing timber trade will 
Ciuiae to Ije paid out, can bo for the 
nioti part kept at liome to build u]) 
prc;sperous farming communities, and 
these in turn will build up prosperous 
cities, if we can only reach that stage 
when we will produce at home our pro 
per share of the farm produce needed 
by the population. 



mnflTIVE MAN IN EUROPE. 

Kecent explorations in France show 
that at least six distinct races of men 
lived in Continental Europe before the 
present ;!;eoI(;t;ical age. Tliesc racea were 
not conteinporani.'ous, but one snecceded 
the other; in oilier words, tliere were 
six epochs during wlrx-h men inhabited 
that part of the world. The present is 
the seventh epoch. Men lived in Europe 
in the days when the mammoth and 
other now extinct animaln made it their 
home. ""At that time the British Isles 
formed a peninsnla and the Is'orth Sea a 
wide plain through whic.lf a great rive 
flowed to the sea, having its outlet near 
the Orkney Islands. Another great river 
flowed dowti the English Channel, hav- 
ing aa tribatariea the Seine and other 
rivers of what is now Prance. The 
Straits of Gibraltar had not then been 
broken through and Italy extended 
across what is now the Mediterranean 
and formed a junction with Africa. The 
cliuiato of Central Europe at this time 
HCCKis to have been aiab-troplcal and 
genial conditions ^xiBtBd .'in. Northern 
Russia. Then follo:?f!^diia;perip^-,. during 
which the North Sea was formed and an 
opoi-h of cold resulted. This was fol- 
lowed by a groat elevation of a large area 
and its' Buua<;;iaent 8ul)sidcnt;e. There 
nviv li;ivu been otln^r oscillations of tin! 
cnriii'd surface daring the occupation i f 



Europe by man, but there is distinct 
evidence of those just mentioned. 

That six distinct races of men existed 
is shown by the remains that have been 
diBcovered;and,the measarementS/ made. 
o£ ;thdlr skulis and other bones. ' From 
these h appears that the men of thoee 
days possessed very considerable intelli- 
gence, the size and shape ot their brain 
centres, according to a writer in the 
Westminster lleview, showing that 
they posscsasd " an intellectual capa- 
city fully equal to that of modern 
tribes noted fpr their intelligence." M. 
de Quatrefagee shows that Robert the 
Bruce and several prominent men of the 
present century had skulls which weiro 
almost identical in shape with those of 
what, for convenience, are called the 
Neanderthal race. The skulls of one of 
these extinct races show a marked -rc- 
semblance to those of the aboriginal peo- 
ple of Australia, those of another sug- 
gest the Hindoon and Persians, and so 
on. The oldest of the racea seem to have 
been the Neanderthal, and they were 
short in stature, very hairy, and walked 
in a bowed position, with bent back and 
knees. Their physiognomy can hardly 
have been attractive, for the torm of the 
facial bones anggests the couutenance of 
the gorilla. Nevertheless these people 
had made very conaiderablo progress in 
the arts, that is considerable if v,'i; bear 
in mind the proverb that it is tlie lirst 
atop that costs ; for they employed fire for 
domestic and other purposes, and were 
skilled potters. In the latter respect 
they wore more advanced than the Sa- 
raoyeda, of Siberia, who have not yet 
learned to make pottery. It is notable, 
however, that on the island of SaRhalien, 
which lies north of Japan, remains of 
pottery similar to that of the Neander- 
thal people, and skulls and other human 
remains almost identical with those of 
the latter have been found. This deems 
to establish that this squat, bent, hairy, 
gorilla-liko race of men either occupied 
the Eastern Hemisphere from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific border, or that it mi- 
grated from one region to the other. 

It is not claimed that the six races re- 
ferred to became wholly extinct. Su r- 
vivors of one seem to have been contem- 
porary with the other, and, indeed, it k 
maintained that their descendants are 
found to this day. It is claimed that 
the Finns, the Chinese, and some of the 
German races are descended irom the 
Neanderthalers. What seems to have 
taken place in this very ancient period 
was much the same as has happened in 
historic times. As we have seen in 
Europe the early inhabitants over- 
whelmed bj' the Romans, and these in 
turn by the eo-called Northern barbari- 
ans, and aa in America the mound- 
builders were anpplanted by the Indians, 
and thcoG in tnrn by the Europeans, so 
the hairy men of Europe were driven out 
by taller and more active racea, and 
these in their turn became victims of 
new climatic conditions and more vigor- 
ous enemies. The immediate successors 
of the Neanderthalers appear to have 
made very considerable progress in 
trade and social organization. Such, at 
least, ia what careful observers have 
been able to spell out of tlio remains 
found in f'^rance and Belgium. In the 
case of Spy-Onox in the latter country 
have been found the remains of the 
mammoth and woolly rhinoreroa, and 
with them, under such conditions as 
prove them to be of equal antiquity, 
carved reindeer tusks, carved ivory, 
shell necklaces, and otlier urniiineiitB. 
One find was of a pot of red dye, which 
it is suggested was used for personal 
adornment. As there is every reason to 
believe that some of these articles were 
brought from considerable distances, 
there must have existed at this time in 
Europe commercial intercourse' with 
other ])orliong of the world. These 
peopU; were not cave-dwellers. The 
writer in the Westminster Keviow thinks 
tin- eviilenci! eetabliahes that they lived 
in organized conuuunitics, with com- 
fortably famished dwellipgs, and had a 
knowledge of navigation and how to 
measure time. 

When wo come to consider the prob- 
able ilate at which the Neanderthalers 
iuid their iininodiatu successors llour- 
ialied, wo are at ;i loss for any basis of 
calculation in point of years. The 
mofit aiicieiit day recorded in I'liK- 
tory is only yeaterday by com- 
parison with this remote period. 
Twice at least, and probably oftener, 
the British Isles since then have 
Ijcoii elevated high enough to give them 
an A Ipiiie climate. Once, and perhajis 
oftener, great ice sheets have pushed 
their way down from the north of the 
land. Once at least large ice bergs 
floated over regions once thickly peopled 
and now the home of the most civilized 
races of mankind. And through all 
these changes mankind lived, and, after 
a sort, nourished. What is even more 
calculated to arouse our amazement as 
to the untitjuity of man ia the fact that 
when these Neanderthalers wore hunting 
the woolly rhinoceros with ivory-headed 
fipcare, there was somewhere else in the 
world a tall, stronger and more aggres- 
sive race, \vlio drove them out of their 
homes, c.a the Israelites drove the 
Ciinaaiules out of the Promiaed Laud. 
Truly the secreta of the Fast are almost 
as unfathomable as those of the fnture.

fiiF. United States courts are becom- 
ing very much given to the practice of 
punishing people for contempt of court, 
and ono of the judges lately went so far 
as (to punish an editor for venturing to 
comment upon a case that had been 
fully determined. The judgment waa 
reversed, but the incident is of interest 
aa sliowiug the trend of judicial senti- 
ment in that country. Contempt pro- 
ceedings reached an acme during the 
labor troubles a few years ago,- when the 
United States courts issued their decrees 
and puniahed those who disobeyed them 
by imjirisonmont. Thua men who pre- 
vented trains from running were not 
prosecuted criminally under the state 
statutes and tried before a jury, but they 
were brought up for contempt by a 
single judge and sentenced to such im- 
prisonment as the judge thought proper. 
There is no more potent weapon of 
tyranny than this, and it is not surpris- 
ing that the labor organizations have 
made the strongest kind of protest 
against the continuance of the practice 
Xs the Supreme Court of the United 
States has upheld the practice, it 'will 
probably be again reaorted to. Proceed- 
ings for i;ontempt of court were origin- 
ally devised in order that the aduiinis- 
tratiun of justice should not bo inter- 
rupted, and were uevur intended to take 
the place of criminal prosecutions.

There was a very itn])ortant conference 
yesterday between the city council and 
Mr. F, S. Barnard, who was present on 
behalf of the tramway company. One 
question to come up was the request of 
the company to have some change made 
in the regulations prescribed by the city 
for running cars, and another was the 
desire of the city to have the tramway 
people allow the Navy a five cent fare 
from Esquinialt instead of as at present 
ten cents each way, or a little over six 
cents should 30 tickets be purchased at a 
time. No decision was come to, except 
that the tramway people would submit 
their" proposals in writing to the city 
council on Tuesday. What the tramway 
company desire is that the present re- 
striction of thirty passengers to a car 
should be modified. 

" It is very bad for the tramway traffic 
and decidedly a bad advertisement for 
the city," said Mr. Barnard, " if when a 
car reaches a bridge all but thirty pas- 
sengers must get out and walk. It im- 
mediately gives outsiders an idea that 
the bridges are not safe and naturally 
that prevents peoi)lo travelling as much 
on the cars as they otherwise would. 
Now what we want is either for the city 
to see that ttie bridges are strong enough 
or else to let ua make them so. As a 
matter of fact, however, I have been in- 
formed that the bridges are perfectly 
strong enough to carry %iuch more than 
the heaviest trn the that could be put on 
them by the cars. The company intend 
to expend $100,000 in making the 
tramway ayatem as perfect as any 
on the continent, doable tracking 
iu some plaices nnd altogether perfecting 
the line so that a qui ;k and efficient ser- 
vice can be given even when the heaviest 
holiday traflic has to be handled. Con- 
aequently we do not want on holidays to 
have people put of! the cars when there 
are more tnan thirty in a car at a 
bridge." 

The Mayor while not eypressiug «ny 
decided opinion was inclined to think 
that perhaps some modifications of the 
regulations might be made. It had been 
stated by the city engineer that the 
Point Ellico bridge was strong enough 
to carry now not only one loaded tratn 
car but seven of them at a lime, and it 
did look as if it might be possible to ar- 
range so that the number to be carried 
should not be arbitrarily placed at 
thirty. However, he would wait and 
see what the company would submit in 
their written proposal on Tuesday before 
he would give a decided opinion. 

In regard to the lowering of the car 
fare for Esquimalt to live cents a trip 
for the navy, Mr. Barnard said that the 
company had a man going into the mat- 
ter now to see if it would be possible for 
the company to make the reduction or if 
it would entail too great expense.

Her rendition 
of Schubert-Liszt's Erl-King was very 
brilliant. 

The vocal features of the concert were 
pleasing. Miss Flora U. Fraser sang 
"The Silver lling" with pleasing efl'ect; 
Mr. C. H. Jones gave " Asthore." This 
song is not very well suited to his style 
of singing and he was not in as good 
voice as usual, tie has usually n very 
clear and pleasing tenor. Mrs. Rickaby 
sang " Good-Bye, Sweet Day " in her 
caatdmary good style.

by Behrend. She wasa little nervous and 
not quite able to recover herself when 
she stopped in a difficult passage, but 
she should not let that discourage her, 
for her voice is pleasing and her enun- 
ciation is exceptionally good. Mr. Al- 
bert T. Goward's very musical voice was 
heard to better advantage in his duett 
with Miss Sharp than in his solo. He 
has some very line notes and is really a 
very good singer. iMrs. William Grei; 
sang Dudley Buck's " Crossing the liar' 
very acceptably ; but she did not do her- 
self justice in selecting so inadeiiuate a 
musical conception of the idea of Tenny- 
son's beautiful poem.

THE. TIGEE ENGINE. 

A Few Remintsences of the Days When 
• . the Boys " Ran With the Old 
Machine," 

The " old machinery " known as the 
Tiger hand engine which haa had this 
city so long as its home will shortly 
know it no more having been sold to the 
town council of Steveston. Associated 
with the old i)unip is a long Boan in the 
history of Victoria and to Frank Sylves- 
ter, who having been secretary of the 
old volunteer Sre departoi.ent, knows 
more of'the ins and outa of the old 
brigade than anyone in the city, than k 
are due for a*few facts in this connec- 
tion. Tho Tiger engine was purchaaed 
in San Francisco as far back aa 1S02 and 
was considered a beauty at the time. 
The purchase money which represented 
12,500 was thought to be a very reason- 
able amount. Previous to the advent of 
this high toned machine, the 
Tiger Company as Ko. 1 Company 
of the lire brigade waa c.illed, 
had been using an old fashioned 
double deck engine, which had been 
used in 'i-'risco in 1.S52 and was called 
" the old Telegraph." Tho present one 
contained amongst other improvements 
the squirrel tail suction as the old 
suction on the Telegraph engine was in 
three pieces, and required couplin 
together at a fire, which in darkness and 
in haato was no small matter. When 
the now engine arrived she received a 
grand reception from the wliolo lire de- 
partment upon being housed in lie:' new 
honie, wliif l; was then on .Johnson street 
where the Jubilee saloon now stands. 
The first lire at which she was at work 
was at tho liosedale store, which stood 
about where the new law courts uo"-; 
stand. It Waa a big hlam 
would have made a bad flrp,, but 
her two streams soon settled it. 
During her time of ttcliva service 
was a good and true iservd^it to tho city, 
and saved it on many occasions froiii 
serious loss. DilrlW'g the many years she 
saw of active service the engine had the 
honor of having some of the moat ))rom- 
inent of Victoria's citizens as members, 
and many a good old man can still re 
call with pride the days when he pulled 
the Tiger drag rope and ran with the 
machine. And no<v in her old age she 
haato submit to the way of the world, 
and make way for her more improved 
and powerful competitors. But wherever 
she goes ahe will always carry with her 
the beat wishes of all the old Tigers— 
who all hope that she will, under her 
new owners, give proof of her ability to 
still do good and faithful service. 

A PUBLIC APPEAL. 

To Aid ttie Widows and Orphans of the 
Point EUice Bridge Victims. 

ToTiiic EniTOit: — Next Tuesday will 
be the first anniversary of the accident 
at Point Ellice bridge, by which more 
than fifty of our fellow-citizens lost their 
lives, by which many wives were made 
widows, and a still greater number of 
children were made orphans. 

Sir, I would ask yon and your readers 
to look back upon the paat year to see 
what has been donei to see-wbat wehave 
done collectively, aa one body of citizens 
towards picking up tho many threads 
that were tliat day broken iti our miilst, 
What have we done' 'Tia soon told. 
The dead have been buried; the bridge 
has been rei)laced. 

But the living, more especially the 
widows and tho orphans, who were left 
unprovided for, and those little ones who 
in that dreadful hour were deprived for 
ever of both a mother's love and 
father's care, what have we done to 
sweeten their cup of VjitterneBS? Noth- 
ing? Worse; we have not only left 
them to drain jilone their bitter cup of 
sorrow to the dregs, but we have allowed 
the gall of poverty, and want, ' and dC' 
peiulence to be added to the wormwood 
of their grief. It ia appalling; it ia in- 
credible that this fair, proud city of Vic- 
toria, the capital city of a British 
province, in this latter part of tho nine- 
teenth century, should leave the 
wretclied, defencolesa victims of a pub- 
lic calamity to struggle on as beat they 
iiiigiit, abandoned absolutely to cruel 
fate. The records of hell itseli cannot 
furnish a greater exam pie of man's in- 
humanity to man. The breaking down 
of tho bridge you may call an accident ; 
but tho continued neglect of the de- 
pendents of thoeo who lest their lives 
thereby is u crime — a crime against our 
common humanity, and a disgrace to 
our Christian civilization. 

Did we want for an example, it was 
given us last January, when a score of 
Chinese merchants within twenty-four 
hours subscribed a handsome autn as a 
testimonial of their genuine and lieart- 
felt regret at a fatal accident that had 
ipjjened to one, not of their own race, 
at their annual festival. There was no 
delay with thein; no higgling, no draw- 
out of line points, no trying to shift 
tho legal reaponsibility on other shoul- 
ders. All honor to them. 

Have we not one leader of men 
unongst US, not one who will venture aH 
far aa to request the mayor to call a pub- 
lic meeting that a committee bo ap- 
pointed to investigate and report upon 
tlie different cases, so that aabscription 
lists could be opened in all places of 
public resort, and one more chance be 
given the people to give practical proof 
of their sympathy with the innocent, 
helpless victims of the cataatroi)ho of 
May 2()th last, that not one of them may 
any longer be compelled to ask as a 
charity what they ought to ho able to 
demand as a riizht, viz., the kindness, 
and care, «nd linancial supjiort of the 
whole community, and in that way eraae 
the foul blot that now rests on the good 
name of our city.

DIED. 



George Shnrick of Tacomn and Carl 
Abendroth from Portland proved the 
lions of yesterday's race meet nt Oak 
Bay cycle trat;k, gathering in every 
event on tbe card for their claea with a 
quiet modesty that went as far as their 
riding in making their victories popu- 
lar. Among the amateurs a famine ot 
good talent waa a.adly noticeable, and 
although the homo club captured two of 
the Simon-pure races, the events them 
selves were far from inspiring. All 
through the afternoon the fact that 
riders have not had time to settle into 
condition was painfully apparent, more 
especially of course in the paced events. 
It was the sorry spectacle of rocera un- 
able to ttold the machine — hanging on 
as long as they could and then 
dragging themselvea home, too dead for 
any tiling approaching a decient finish 
The tandem team was perhaps almo&t 
as much responsible as the racing 
element for the liaBco resulting, for at 
no time did they evince an intelligent 
perception of their duties in anything 
i)ut covering ground quickly. Such a 
thing as to see whether or not the string 
happened to be tacked on never eeeined 
to occur to them. Under sncli conditions 
record making waa entirely out of tiio 
question, smil the brilliant perlormances 
o£ the day were few and far between. 
Luckily accidents were as infrequent aa 
cyclonic finishes, and the day passed 
with neither protest nor dispute to mar 
its summery serenity. 

The novice race lay between throe 
Victorians — Christopher, the winner, 
Penketh and Daniels. The latter tried 
the experiment of a 100 gear aud, natur- 
ally, waa lost in the jump for home. In 
the amateur quarter Pen will rode a run- 
away race, linishing three lengths or 
more ahead of his held in 00 I-u, with 
Wilband, of Vancouver, next. No one 
of the four atartora could stand the pace 
set by the tandem in tlie mile, loose sur- 
face and strong wind ou the homeatretch 
being held blameable. The finish was 
in consequence decidedly ragged, and the 
riderB were us disappointed as the spec- 
tators. 

The professional events somewhat re- 
deemed the day. In tbe quarter, after 
everyone had exercised his ingenuity in 
trying to beat the gun, the party made 
two pretty trial races arhl a very smart 
final, Sharick and Abendroth passing 
the bunch in the stretch and fighting all 
the way home to the line, over which 
tbe Tacoma lad led his rival by a scant 
si.^ inches. 

The Sbarick brothers, Abendroth, 
Barker and Rucker qualified in the mile, 
and in this race it was ag.iin a battle be- 
tween the Tacomn and Portland repre- 
sentatives, although none of the bunch 
succeeded in holding the two-seater. 

Beat of the day by far was the last 
event of all — a lap race of two niilea, and 
something new to British Columbia. As 
the name implies, " place" at the com- 
pletion ot each lap counted, and thud six 
separate hard linishea made up the race 
in its entirety. In the first sweep by the 
stand the order was Sharick (George), 
Abendroth, Bartholomew. Then George 
Sharick. Abendroth, J. Sharick was the 
position. Eddie Allen gathered in the 
honors in the third'circle, George Sharick 
and Abendroth following close up. Ab- 
endroth led in the fourth and fifth rounds 
— Barker, lister, Allen and Bartholomew 
being the ones to score the minor points. 
George Sharick had ridden the race with 
his bead, sacrificing place in tbe fourth 
and fifth laps with the safe per centnge 
of paints to hia credit, and coming up 
with a rush at the finish — to add mnn- 
her three to hia victories for the day. 
The total of points for the race stood : 
George Sliarick 13, Carl Abendroth 9, 
Allen U, ,1. Sbarick 3, Lester 3, Barker 2 
and i3artholomew 2. 

The only mishap of tbe day — caused 
through the breaking of a crank by 
purest accident— disabled gritty Tom 
Spain in. tbe first race of the day. Other- 
wise he would in all probability have 



had Bomething to say in tbe general 
reckoning, for in practice be has of late 
been doing great things. With Spain 
out of the running and tbe Deemings 
absent for tbe first time in the modern 
history of wheel racing in this province, 
the opening meeting of the spring cir- 
cuit.waa diSerent from its predecessors 
in m'ore.waya than one. The other meets 
of the season will no doubt produce more 
intereBting battles.

There waa an interesting gathering of 
merchant marine iu the Royal Roads 
yesterday', and one of the trio which 
there arrived ia liable to remain there 
for a good many days. This waa the 
British bark Sam Mendel, Capt. Lewis, 
out something like 51 days from Anto- 
fagosta, and which has smallpox aboard. 
The vessel sailed in from sea, and after 
being boarded by tho Dominion ciuaran- 
tine oflicer.

Tbe extent of tbe sick- 
ness aboard the Mendel could not be 
definitely learned from quarantine yes- 
terday through the telephone, but rumor 
htid it last evening that Capt. Lewis waa 
one of tbe sick. 

Dr. Watt being engaged on the small- 
pox vessel called on the City Health Offi- 
cer Dr. Fraser to board the St. Catherine, 
another of tbe two that arrived. She 
cornea froin Yokohama and boa no sick- 
ness aboard . The vessel comes for orders 
and will probably load at Chemainus. 

The third arrival was tbe ship Glory 
of the Seas, which is now in Esquimalt. 
She came from San Francisco and is 
hero to go on the Esf[uiinalt marine 
railroad for an overhauling.
